DETAILED ACTION 

102 Rejections Withdrawn 

The rejection of claims 1-3, in so far as they read on the species defined in the 
previous Office Action, under 35 USC 102(b) is withdrawn. Applicant is correct. The 
cited 9-phenanthryal species is excluded by proviso. The examiner regrets the error. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

The search was expanded as called for under current Office Markush practice, a 
compound-by-compound search. This resulted in all remaining species being searched 
and deemed free of the prior art. 

Claims 1-3 are allowed. 

The closet prior art is the art of record. Applicant has narrowed the claims during 
the course of prosecution to exclude the cited prior art compounds. The prior art neither 
teaches nor suggests the instant compounds. Nor would it have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time of invention to modify the compounds of the prior art 
in order to arrive at those of the instant invention. There is no motivation to do so.
